REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed because the claimed strain differs fi*om the known strains in that it 
produces a specific prodigiosin which has an immunosuppressive activity on CDS T 
lymphocytes and CD4 T lymphocytes, both. This immunosuppressive activity is unexpected in 
that it selectively suppresses the immune response of T lymphocytes. 

There would have been no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
Serratia marcescens strains of the prior art to have the capability of producing a prodigiosin 
having specific immuno-suppressive properties as claimed. 

Strain Serratia marcescens B-1231 has been deposited at KCTC under accession 
number 0386BP (Specification page 7). The deposit requirements are met in application serial 
No. 09/5091 18, now U.S. Patent No. 6,645,962 (MPEP 2404.01).
